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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 



Claims 1-36 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Applicant's amendment filed 5 August 2004 has overcome the claim objections to claims 
1, 5, 7, 12 and 16 indicated in the prior Office action mailed 19 July 2004 in view of the 
respective incorporated claim amendments. Therefore, the claim objection(s) have been 



Applicant's amendment filed 5 August 2004 has overcome the rejections to claims 2-7 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 in view of the amendment to claim 2. 

The rejections to claims 1, 18 and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cave ('879) have been withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment to 1, 18 and 19, and in view 
of applicant's remarks in the paragraph bridging pages 1 1 and 12 of applicant's response filed 5 
August 2004 pertaining to wherein Cave ('879) does not discloses the combination of a clip 
containing a stack of trays, and secondly, Cave ('879) does not discloses wherein the first 
resilient members are not connected to proximal ends to the side walls and at distal ends to the 
back wall. New claims 20-36 are allowed in view of applicant's remarks pertaining to wherein 
Cave ('879) does not disclose the combination of a clip containing a stack of trays, and a method 
for storing a stack of semiconductors trays.
